The Secretary of tbe Interior. 

Sir: 

Seeer Colony is on the Cheyenne and Arapalioe reBervation,ateout 
Bixty miles west of the Agency headquarters at Darlington^ Ur, J, 
H.Seger, the asency farmer, who has the oversight of it is one of 
the most sKtraordiimry men In the Indian service, eund has excep- 
tional ability as an organizer and leader and haa been eminently 
saeoessful in his work amon^ these people. He has gathered ab<mt 
him a colony of Indians who are making steady; and satisfactory 
progress In farmins, and are rapidly becoming self-supporting. Th«y 
are among the most pro^esaive people connected "With that reserva- 
tion. 

Mow that these Indians have parted with their reserva- 
tion lanrie, and are taking lands in severalty, it is very desir- 
able that evarythins practicable should be dons for them. They are 
ao far removed from the agency headquarters that it has been very 
difficult to secure for them any proper attention fron the Agent, 
and the progress of the colony has correspondingly suffered. 
You have authorized the establishment of a boarding 
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school for then, and a ^.traet has beonawarde. for ti.a ^-ectidn
